HOUSTON. Tex. (B-The explo­ 
sion of a tank containing 125,000 
gallons of caustic soda rocked the 
Champion Paper and Fibre Co . 
plaM at neartjy Pasadena, Tex., 
today, injuring at least five per 
sons. 
The tank was located outside 
the caustlcizing unit at the plant, 
on the ship canal. Chuse of the 
expk)sk>n was not immediatdy de­ 
termined. 
A. M. Koury, industrial relations 
manager of the plant, reported 
the fire resulting from the blast 
was contained shortly after 10 
a.m. about 4S minutes aft^ the 
explosion.

Senators Are Balky 


As the centuries ro ll by , man has 
innate co mpulsio n to g ild natio nal hero es 
o f an era to such an ex tent they no 
lo ng er are reco g nizable as hav ing had 
human characteristics. 
Thro ug ho ut histo ry this seems to be 
a way o f attempting to increase the 
g reatness o f perso nalities who qualify 
fo r po sitio ns o f wo rld and natio nal re­ 
no wn. 
Geo rg e Washing to n, who se birthday 
anniv ersary we o bserv e, is o ne o f tho se 
stalwarts abo ut who m v o lumes hav e been 
written, so me histo rically accurate, so me 
full o f fanciful incidents o f the man’s 
life. 
In 
Washing to n there was g reat 
mo ral streng th and staunch leadership 
which raised him far abo v e the lev el o f 
medio crity in his day . 
If it had no t been 
so , and if he had no t been pretty much 
o f a human being then the diso rg anized, 
embittered, ill-prepared and bickering 
g ruup o f American co lo nists mig ht no t 
hav e built a fo undatio n fo r the heritag e 
we enjo y to day . 
Lafay ette lo o ked upo n his friend as 
a fine, fearless and placid man, y et hu­ 
man eno ug h to “ smile, drink and make 
lo v e.” The fact that Washing to n was no t 
a superman but a real human being is 
further bo rne o ut in W. E. Wo o dward’s 


” who 
was 
“ Bio g raphy o f Geo rg e Washing to n, 
say s the “ Father o f Our Co untry 
no t a hig hly educated man, but was well 
disciplined, intellig ent, a g o o d ex ecutiv e 
who knew ho w to manag e and g et alo ng 
with peo ple. 
His lo v e life had its disap­ 
po intments. 
He believ ed slav ery to be 
uneco no mic, but he hunted and punished 
his runaway slav es. 
Witho ut any labo r­ 
ed 
effo rt to “ debunk” Washing to n, 
Wo o dward decries the cherry -tree-and- 
hatchet leg end. His is a wo rthwhile nar­ 
rativ e o f the first president. 
Reading mo re abo ut the human side 
o f o ur g reat natio nal leaders tends to 
increase rather than decrease o ur respect 
fo r them in the niche’s o f histo ry . 
“ If we desire to judg e all thing s 
justly , we must first persuade o urselv es 
that no ne o f us is witho ut sin,” is the 
way Seneca aptly put it. 
Often just an o rdinary human ev alu­ 
atio n o f a g reat man increases in estima­ 
tio n his stature amo ng tho se who co me 
after him. 
A po ig nant, albeit ineleg ant ex pres­ 
sio n, is o ne made by Artemus Ward, a 
mo ralist with a sense o f humo r, who 
wro te: 
“ The prev ailin’ weakness o f 
mo st public men is to Slo p Ov er! 
G. Washing to n nev er slo pt o v er.” 


Do n ’t S ee Eye to Eye With 
Ike Over ^Mu d d le Ea st’ 


The Wa shing to n Merry-Go -Ro und 
Panama Has An Ey e On A Canal, To o 


WASHINGTON—Taking h is cue from Egy ptian 
Dictator Nasser, Panama’s dy namic Presid« it 
Ernesto De LaGuardia it making moves toward 
taking over th e Panama Canal. 
He h as sounded out American officials privi^e- 
ly about nationalizing th e canal. It is now owned 
by th e United States, wh ich pay s Panama ll.MO.- 
000 annually for th e righ t of way . 
De La Guardia even h inted h e miidit bring 
up th e issue in th e United Nations. He is rein­ 
forced by th e fact th at Joh n Foster Dulles h as 
already gone on record supporting Nasser’s 
claim to th e Suez Canal, wh ich h e knows would 
make it awkward for th e United States to press 
its righ ts to a similar canal running th rough 
Panama. 
American officials are so concern^ over De 
LaGuardia’s attitude th at th ey are seriously con­ 
sidering digging a new canal th rough Nicaragua. 
Th ey bad been study ing proposals to widen th e 
Panama Canal any h ow for an estimated $2,500,- 
000,000. Th ey figure it wouldn’t cost too much 
more simply to dig a complete new canal. 
Private investors are also investigating th e 
possibility of building a canal with private cari- 
tal. Texas oil millionaire Clint Murch ison rocent- 
ly sent h is sons to Nicaragua to review canài 
prospects.

June 1775.

Th e Battle of Bunker Hill h ad 
not y et begun and th e “army ” 
assembled outside Boston h ad only 
th e status of a revolutionary mob.

With out mentioning th e name h e 
went on to say th at th is man was 
present in th e room and described 
h is past military experience. 


Th en h e mentioned th e name— 
with unexpected results. 
“Mr. Wash ington h appened to sit 
near th e door” Adams relates. 
“As soon as h e h eard me allude 
to h im from h is natural modc.sty 
h e darted into th e library room.” 
As Adams h ad talked embar­ 
rassment h ad crept over Wash ­ 
ington and finally it was too much . 
He fled. 
Nor did h e return to h is seat 
in th e assembly until th e issue 
was settled. 
Wh ile no oth er name was pro­ 
posed th ere was debate and th e 
day ’s session ended with out deci­ 
sion. Overnigh t support solidified 
beh ind Wash ington and th e tote 
was unanimous in h is favor next 
day .

After 
all, voters h ad enth usiastically en­ 
dorsed h is approach to foreign af­ 
fairs. And h e h ad a doctrine for 
th e Middle East th at seemed ap­ 
pealing. 
Congress h ad set th e 
precedent for approving th e th ink­ 
ing beh ind th e .Middle East plan 
by passing th e Formosa resolu­ 
tion with ch eers in 19.52. 
Th e President must h ave been 
disagreeably surprised by th e act­ 
ú a' course of events since Ch rist­ 
mas.

Reading Begins At—Th e English department of 
a New York City vocational sch ool h as resurrect­ 
ed th e problem adolescent wiw can but won’t 
read. In fact, a majority of th e students are 
“reluctant readers.” and less th an 50 per cent 
of th e boy s sh owed in written reports th at th ey 
h ad ever made an effort to read a book. 
Involved in th is problem is th e “foroible feed­ 
ing” of knowledge in a sy stem tiih ere diy ipline 
h as been obsolete for some time under th e pro­ 
gressive th eory of ^ucation. Uudouriedly , th e 
reading h abit and th e taste for good books are 
acquired in th e early y ears. But th ey are gained 
in th e h ome th at h as fine literature on its sh elves 
rath er th an in th e sch ool. It is doubtful th at th e 
sch ool can overcome th is deficiency in th e 
family . 
Th ere are and h ave been many h omes in 
America wh ere th ere is not a single book or, 
if any , only “trash ” with out any lasting m erit 
Youth s of all economk groups may lack th e fira- 
side opportunity to learn from th e written wis­ 
dom and art of th e past — because th eir parents 
are n<rt interested in reading. But even to such 
y outh s, “forbidden fruit” in ietters is usually at 
a premium. 
Th e New York sch ool, h owever, h as h ad m o d^ 
success in capitalizing upon th e curiosity , tastes 
and oth er predilections o f students—alth ough it 
is problematical th at th ^ were transformed into 
readers in th e proper sense of th e term, Th at 
must come from th e h ome.

Some parts of our anatomy are 
remarkably resistant to abuse. Th is 
is certainly th e case so far as th e 
tongue is concerned, considering 
all th e substances with wh ich it 
comes in contact, as well as th e 
vary ing temperatures of such con­ 
tacts. Neverth eless th ings can h ap­ 
pent 0 it. 
Q — Six weeks ago my h usband 
was troubled with h is th roat. On 
examination h e was found to h ave 
a h eavy brown coating on h is 
tongue and down into h is th roat. 
Th e doctor called th is h airy tongue. 
He h as taken two bottles of vita­ 
mins and h as used a gargle since 
th at time with out relief. Do y ou 
h ave any suggestions? — Mrs. C.C. 
A — Black tongue, or h airy 
tongue, is rath er well known but 
its cause in most instances remains 
obscure. It can arise from th e use 
of penicillin. Th e condition is h arm­ 
less and treatment is aimed at 
clearing away th e offending growth 
by scraping, brush ing or th e appli­ 
cation of a few ch emical substan­ 
ces wh ich are th ough t to be h elpful. 
It is doubted th at vitamins would 
be o f much value. 
Q — Please say someth ing about 
foot callouses. Wh at causes th em? 
Can th ey ever be completely re­ 
moved, never to return? — F. R. 
A — Th ere are several ty pes of 
callouses. It is possible th at th ey 
are th e result of irritation frwn 
sh oes. A callous may be from a 
broken metatarsal arch . Wh at may 
be meaiR is th e condition known 
as plantar wart. Th e treatment de- 
pe i^ on th e nature of th e condi­ 
tion, its location, its size and per­ 
h aps oth er factors. CkMrection of 
sh oeing may be needed. It is pos­ 
sible th at X-ray s or surgery are in 
order. But wh atever is done sh ould 
be employ ed only after study of th e 
full situation. 
Q — WiH y ou please say some­ 
th ing about th e condition known as 
a sty ? Is it th e result of a condition 
of th e blood, as some pe o pl e 
claim? — Mrs. M. A. G. 
A — A sty is an inflammation of 
one or nu>re of th e oil glands of 
th e ey elids. It is usually treated 
eith er by a small incisicm allowing 
th e pus to drain, an dntment con­ 
taining an antibiotic or a sulfa 
preparation, h(H, wet packs to th e 
ey e, or all tiiese mea« ires and per- 


h aps oth ers as well. If a sty keeps 
coming back some additional cause 
must be search ed for, such as 
ch ronic ey estrain. 
Q — I am 56 y ears old and h ave 
angina pectoris. I get eigh t h ours’ 
sleep at nigh t and h ave developed 
a haiiHt of taking a h alf-h our nap 
after each meal. Is th at too much 
sleep and would th ese naps be ben- 
^icial or h armful? — W. W. 
A — I am of th e belief th at y ou 
sh ould take as much sleep as y ou 
want and th at if y ou feel like taking 
th ese naps — go ah ead and take 
th « n. I do not know of any reason 
to consider th at th is program would 
be in any way h armful. 
Q — Is th ere any danger th at 
germs may be spread by th e use 
of public teleph <mes? — G. E, 
A - - 1 vaguely recollect th at th is 
was given considerable study y ears 
ago and th at th e danger is ex­ 
tremely sligh t. Th is is probably be­ 
cause germs and virus^ dangerous 
to man live fw such a very sh ort 
time on cold and inanimate ob­ 
jects, such as a teleph one mouth ­ 
piece.
